No matter what Cuba does to 
the United States, the President 
has had no power of retaliation 
and the United States was re­ 
fire d by law to continue to sub­ 
sidize an enemy even if the mon­ 
ey we give him is used against 
us. 
The Sugar Bill (H.R. 12311) 
gives to the President authority 
to establish the quota for sugar. 
at whatever amount he sees fit 
for the balant of the year 1960 
and for 1961. 
There has been considerable 


resistance to giving the Presi­ 
dent this authority, the resis­ 
tance coming from American 
sugar growers in Cuba who do 
not wish to have the present 
arrangements changed. 
Unfortunately for them, too 
many events are occurring in 
too many parts of the world for 
any current arrangement to he 
of a permanent nature. That is 
why there must he more Ex­ 
ecutive flexibility. 


For Instance, when the pres­ 
ent wigar quota and price* were 
arranged with Cuba, the govern­ 
ment of that country was pro- 
American. It m ay or may not 
have been the moat satisfactory 
government 
In 
the world, Nit 
we could get along with It. 


That ought to be the sole crit­ 
erion for the American attitude 
toward any government: is it 
or is it not friendly and com­ 
patible to the United States; 
does it deal with the United 
States fairly; are our goods well- 
received in its markets? 
We do not n#*ed to decide 
whether the form of any gov­ 
ernment is compatible with ours. 
Most are not. 
Those deskmen in the State 
Department who were so vio­ 
lently anti-Batista and pro-Cas­ 
tro were not giving much thought 
to the United States.

Thus with a total of federal- 
aid now available to Pennsyl­

The scientists transplanted 
cancers in vaccinated mice and 
unvaccinated 
mice. 
B o t h 
groups of mice died rapidly. 
Then the scientists decided 
to kill the cancer cells with x- 
rays and use the dead cells as 
vaccine. 
The mice were given injec­ 
tions of the dead cancer cells. 
This was followed several days 
later by injections of live can­ 
cer cells. Still, the mice died on 
schedule. 
Tried Again 
But 
medical 
investigators 
are a persistent lot. The doc­ 
tors tried again, this time giv­ 
ing the mice a vaccination 


with the dead cells and s cou­ 
ple of boaster shots as well. 
A few of the mice survived 
the injection of live cancer 
cells. 
But that was not enough. 
The scientists then 
found 
that, by giving the mice five or 
more shots of cells killed by 
x-ray, they could make the 
mice completely immune to 
the particular type of cancer 
from which the vaccine was 
made. 
They found that the blood 
serum of the mice contained 
numerous 
antibodies 
to the 
cancer cells.

Record NIH Budget 


W ashington — A record-high 
budget of $664 million has been 
voted by the Senate Appropria­ 
tions 
Subcommitte 
for 
the 
world-famed 
National 
Initi- 
tes of Health, for expanded re­ 
search in cancer, heart, arth­ 
ritis, 
infectious 
and 
other 
crippling and killing diseases. 
This record budget is $264 
million more than the $400 mil­ 
lion requested by President El­ 
senhower. 
The Senate commute’* fi­ 
gure Is also $209 million more 
than the budget voted by the 
House last month. The House'* 
$455 million budget for NIH 
was $55 million greater than 
Its budget for the current fiscal 
year. 
Sen. Lister Hill «D., Ala.), 
chairman, 
will 
submit 
this 
milestone recommendation 
to 
the full Appropriations com­ 
mittee this week. Its approval 
Is expected, as it rarely rejects 
the reports of It* subcommit­ 
tees. 


Also, Hill exerts potent In­ 
fluence in the full committee 
on medical matters. 
Th#* veteran Alabaman has 
long championed medical re­ 
search, and has been chiefly 
responsible for the continued 
expansion of this activity by 
the Institutes of Health.

Iris Bloom 
Mav Need To 
Be Divided 


DID your iris bloom as well 
as you thought they should this 
spring? 
If not, they may need 
to be divided. 
Most Iris need 
to be divided every three to five 
years, so lf yours are too crowd­ 
ed, July Is the time to divide 
them. 
Doing it early will give 
you a good chance for nice 
flow’ers next year. 
If the task is put off. the iris 
might not bloom next year. 
Suggestions To Follow 
Loosen under each iris clump 
very carefully with a spading 
fork. Pull out the plant with its 
thick fleshy part called a rhi­ 
zome. 
Don’t break off any side 
roots. 
Select 2 or 3 fans for 
each division. Cut these off the 
main clump with a sharp knife, 
make sure to get 2-3 inches of, 
rhizome with each fan. 
Select division only from the 
outside of the clump. 
The cen­ 
ter Is older and will not produce 
as vigorous growth or large 
flowers. 
Plant these divisions immedi­ 
ately if possible. 
If not, store 
them in a cool place until you 
can plant. 
Plant at least three 
divisions to a clump, spacing 
them a foot apart. 
This makes { 
a nice display even the first 
spring after dividing. 
Do not 
bury 
the rhizome. 
Leave the top part out of the 
ground, covering three quarters 
of it. 
If the plants are kept 
well watered for the rest of the 
summer, they will produce bet­ 
ter quality flowers next year. 
You can divide and replant 
spring-flowering bulbs any time 
after their foligae dies down. 
Unless you have controlled stor­ 
age, such as commercial Row­ 
ers and handlers do, it is w ise to 
replant your own stock immedi­ 
ately after digging. 
"Curing” 
by drying them i* not necessary 
unless you cannot replant Im­ 
mediately. 
Leave any attached roots on 
the bulbs. 
If you m ust hold 
your bulbs, dry them In an airy 
place. 
Do not dry them in the 
sun. 
Then store the^e bulbs in 
as cool a location as possible un­ 
til you can plant them.
